Pittsburgh, Oct. 16.—Some- 
thing entirely new in local auto- 
motive circles is promised in the 
announcement made yesterday 
of the formation of the Used Car 
Automobile Show Company and 
the opening of Pittsburch’s first 
used car show in Motor Square 
Garden from October 23 to 30. 


The new company is composed 
of local automobile men, and the 
Shaw will be under the personal 
direction of Fred McCarthy. Over 
100 cars, it is expected, will be dis- 
played, together with exhibits of 
many local automobile accessory 
firms. 

It is expected that the Used Au- 
tomobile Show will become an in- 
stitution in Pittsburgh and will go 
far to promote a better understand- 
ing. between the buyer and seller 
of used cars. The average buyer 
of a used automobile relies entire- 
ly on the statements of the dealer 
as to its condition and worth, it 
is pointed out. He buys “as is.” 

The dealer, on the other hand, 
is sincere in his belief of the car’s 
fitness, but there are frequently 
mechanical defects that will only 
become apparent with use, in which 
case the buyer feels that the car 
has been misrepresénted, whereas 
a careful check at the time of pur- 
chase, a few dollars intelligently 
spent on replacement or repairs, 
would put the car in excellent 
shape and promote better feeling
